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RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT HAS 


ABANDONED SOCIALIST WORK 


PLAN; TURNS CAPITALISTIC 


MOSCOW, April 
20.—W5)—Rus- 


sia's communist socialist govern- 
ment in the hope of speeding up 
production, is dropping socialism's 
principle of equal wages and is in- 
rtituting piece work, generally as- 
sociated with capitalistic systems. 


Under- a new wage system to be 
introduced, in factories, plants, col-" 
:ecive farms, mines, railroads and 
the like May 1 the wages of work- 
ers will not be based on the com- 
munistic theory of equal division 
but on the capitalistic idea of re- 
warding individual efforts on a 
basis of skill and ability. 


The new system will be called 
"khazrachiot," which means litr.r- 
ally "economic accounting," and 
as interpreted in the government 
decree means that the affected in- 
dustries must henceforth take thp 


responsibility of fulfilling contracts 
and adjudging wages without in- 
terference from trade unions. 
The Stalingrad tractor factory, 


where chaotic conditions prevail, 
is cited as an example of the new 
system. 
Thp factory must 
con- 
tract with the state collective farms 
for so many tractors at an agreed 
price. 
If factory production* con- 


tinues to slump, wages will /be cut. 
but if output increases wages and 
bonuses will be raised proportion- 
ately. 
Piece work will he intro- 
duced throughout, It is understood 
thpre and elsewhere.

SAN DIEGO, Cal.. April 20— (3*) 


—The death of comely 17-year-old 
Louise Teuber and the lack 
of 


clues to, the slayer, who apparently 
strangled her and then hanged her 
nude body to a tree, puzzled police 
here today. 


The body, fomid by a picnic par- 
ty yesterday was dangling from 
a limb of an oak tree in the east- 
ern fringe of the city.

geons said the girl had been dead 
eight hours. 


Miss Teuber was a £lerk in a 


five and ten cent store and the 
daughter of William Teuber, bar- 
ber shop proprietor. 
She lived 


with her father and grandmother. 
Girls who were her friends at the 
store said she gave up her 
job 
Saturday night and told them she 
was going away but refused to say 
where. 
At the scene of the tragedy po- 


lice gathered two slim clues. One 
was the double half hitch knot 
which bound the rope about 
the 


girl's neck. 
The other was 
an 


nrmv blanket found with the girl's 
clothes, purse ana a package con- 


I taining a pair of house shoes she 
had purchased Saturday, _.-_ _ 


The knot, police said, apparently 


had been tied by some one famil- 
iar with handling 
rope. 
They 


suggested it 
might have 
been 


tied bv a sailor or one who had 
a sailor's training. The blanket 
was closely scrutinized for some 
mark which might lead police to 
Its owner. 
At the outset the case seemed 
as baffling as that of the kidnap- 
ping and 
slaying of 10-year-old 


Virginia Brooks, who disappeared 
from her home 
here 
in 
Febru- 
ary and whose body was found 
fifteen miles 
from 
the 
city 
a 
month later. However, police found 
no link- which might connect the 
crimes.

stripped of clothing with the ex- 
ception of black pumps and gun-

The world's largest whale 
and 
its offspring, the former weighing 
65 tons or 130,000 pounds and the 
letter three tons, or 6,000 pounds, 
will be brought to Corsicana, be- 
ginning Friday, 
April 
24, 
for 


'>'iree days exhibition, 
according 


io H. E. LeBreque, advance repre- 
sentative for the Pacific Whaling 
Co., who are sponsoring the exhib- 
it with the co-operation of the 
Bun.The information comes as con- 
firmation of negotiations that had 
been in progress seeking to Bring 
the monster sea mammals to this 
city lor the edification of those in- 
ter'ested in the mysteries 
of the 


seas. 
Tne whales were harpooned oft 


the Catalina Islands, near Califor- 
nia coast last August by a whal- 
ing party under tne command of 
Captain David Barnett, noted whal- 
er. who will be in Corsicana to 
explain the habits and tempera- 
ment of sea monsters to those who 
visit the exhiDit. The exhibit will 
be in a specially built car which 
will be parked near the Union 
depot, between Sixth and Seventh 
street's, where parking space for 
autos will be plentiful. 
Sea Trophy Exhibit. 


Captain Bernett also will display 


several sea trophies acquired 
by 


him during his years of adventure 
on the briny deep. 
The exhibit 


will be open during the day and 
at night for the convenience of 
those who are not able to see the 
monsters during the daylight hours. 
Appropriate lignting arrangements 
.will be provided to that night ob- 
servation will be equally as good 
as during the day.

those engaged in their capture.

sufficiently large to accommodate 
six people at a single sitting. The

is

A.' '• an ordinary sized grapefruit, it id 


said. 
This description either 
ex- 


plodes the Biblical theory of Jonah 
escapades with a whale or else the 
whale with which the ancient one 
came in contact must have been a 
different specie from that KBOWD 
to modern whaling.

If tha 
taxes were not paid by June of 
the year following the delinquency 
the tax collector would advertiss 
the property for sale once a week 
for three weeks in a newspaper. 
Persons would bid on the prop; 


erty on- the basis of the delinquent 
taxes, fees and penalties and tha 
bidder who offered to accept 
the 


least part of the property in pay- 
ment of the full amount of the 
delinquency would be given a deed 
to that portion of it. 
The delin- 


quent owner would be given 
two 
years in which to redeem 
that 
part of his property sold to pay 
the taxes on payment of the pur- 
chase price plus 20 per cent 
the 
first year and 40 per cent the sec- 
ond year.
